REMARKS 

Upon entry of the foregcjing amendments, claims 10, 1 1, 19, and 20 are under 
consideration. 

Support for the amendments to claim 10 appears at least in the originally filed claim 10. 
Support for the amendment to claim 20 appears at least at page 28, lines 25. Thus, these 
amendments add no new matter. 

Applicants make this amendment for the sole purpose of expediting prosecution and not 
in response to any ground or reason for patentability in response to a USPTO action in this case.

from the group consisting of any one of the polypeptides from the Sequence Listing, 
the mature protein portion thereof, or the active domain thereof.] encoded by the 
polynucleotide comprising a nucleic acid sequence which is 99% identical to the 
nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 218. 
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
